ua iBlands. We have organized a na- 
conatabulary, which la working 
mhclently. Cbngresil hllciws us to 
maintain a ( onstabiilary of .""vOOO men. 
They are under tlie command of Major 
Ailen, who haa already enlisted 2,500 
Blihn in this branch of the service. 
Hlhen the force la fully organized the 
mon will tie distributed in the province 
l.'iO men to each province. The de- 
taehnients of constables are command- 
ed by four offlcfira, three of w^om are 
retired volunteer oftcera and the oth- 
0f a native Filipino. When the con- 
atfibulary is fully equipped it will he 
M detailed in ttif field to clean out the 
IJadrones, who are intimidating the na 
tlwes. These Filipino constables can 
be maintained by the government at 
a cost of $280 each a year, while the 
HoldlerR in tli<' Islands cOBt Uncle Sam 
atjout $1,000 a liead. 

"I wish to impress upon everybody 
that civil govfrnmra^ ia a aaccers. 
TIere la a stroat poace paHy in the 
iBlands, and it Is composed of tho mo&t 
Influential men among the Filipinos. 
They are working earnestly an<l xeil- 
cmsly toward bringing about happy re- 
latlona botvten their countrymen and 
tlie government. They are using all 
that ia In their power to bring In 
the recalcitrant leaders. 1 have never 
t>ecn so encouraged as to the pros- 
piects of the Philippines as I h^ve 
within the past three montha. There 
lilaa certainly been a great change In 
tM sentiment of the people. They are 
beginning to appreciate the fact that 
civil government means better times 
l>6r them. 1 am encouraged, and I 
shall so report to Washington. 

"There are 35 provlncea capable of 
government. The only place where 
tliere is trouble is in the island of 
damar. That is the most diflicuit isl- 
aad for military operations. There 
a|o no roa4a, aad the troop* bavo to 
yb water counMM, wkea water to peiir- 
down the runnels, to follow the 
aaClves to their fastnesses. But we 
all confldfnt that it is only a que ;- 
tlon of a short time when the island 
will be pacified. 

"Speakias of the Moros. they are 
n6t cattable of ree^thg i ei^ gov- 
ernment. They still have tribal rela- 
tioDs, as did our Indians, and obey 
Ikeir chiefs. There are two sets of 
Iferoa — t^e river Moros and the lake 
UMB. 7fc« MORM \»U beea dfa- 
ilBctly hoatlle to us, but are now com- 
faiiifeB«rB| t6 brlbf In the producta of 
♦h»3ir lands and barter th«m. The

On the subject of free trade Oov- 
ornor Taft said: "1 know that the Pa- 
clflo coast people would like to see 
frae trad* inaUtutM between this 
country and the lalands, but I am adr- 
ry to say that I cannot a<a horw it 
would work. The civil government 
adbpted a tariff schedule which ia 
Working well, but our internal revenue 
Moeipta are boi large. Wl^en jrou Ux 
a country too heavily you apoil it, and 
that ia the RltuatUm In tho Philippines, 
We have asked that the ningley tariff 
be reduced for the products of the 
Urtf9<|e ft least 5 per cent We hope 
epfiaraaa will be aa generous to the 
Flilllpplties at It was to Porto Rico. The 
r«ductlon of the Dlngley tarllf will 
mean the opening of a large market 
fbr tobacco and sugar of the island, as 
well as for other prodacU there.

Until recently 
Braenrer received a salary of $25 per 
week as bookkeeper. His ;-.iI;iiy ne\er 
exceeded Ilo per w(( k aiiU he had 
been with the hrm 2o years. Iliaemi r 
and hia wife turned all their estate 
over to the Bchrotha and the shortage 
will be fully covered without prosecu 
tlon. He transferred one of the fln( st 
resldenies in the <ity and dtlicr valu- 
able property and over $200,000 in 
sto(ks and bonds to his former em- 
ployers. Braemer's emi>Ioyers always 
believed his statements about his for- 
tunate spei Illations and investments 
and nevei i \amined his books. After 
the death of John Schroth over a year 
ago. the hriiR instituted an Investiga- 
tion and recently had disteeHVlts co- 
operating with the expert accountant, 
Mr. .Munsi r. who claims to have con- 
fronted Hraenier witli fl flu 000 of 
shortage and who estimates that the 
sWirtage for over 20 years will aggre- 
gate 1400.000. The firm does a b.isi 
n«te of over 19.(100.000 annually, all 
passing through the hands of Braeme,. 

It is claimed that Uraemer did not 
enter cash collections from the wag- 
ons, as well aa other collectloas.
